Imagine two respectable per.ioini 
makn.g a contract for a valuable con- 
sideration, by which the position of 
one is entirely Compromised , and ihe 
latter Uc-nig naijsuquuiici\ told by the 
other t!iat ho does net iutcijd to 
carry it out just now, as lie linds he 
can't AKKoiu) it! a court 01 law would 
of course soon put the matter right in 
such a case; but (uir appeal would bo 
much more diilicult and dilatory. The 
Term.s of Union (thanks to . our dole- 
gates) arc i.horoiighly explicit, and the 
contract is for a line k.ntii;i;i,i- thkijuou 
BiiiTisu Teuuitouy, and construction to 
bo eoiuiaeiiced simultaneously at boili 
ends.

Belves from the responsibility. There 
can bo no doubt that too much tinio 
baa already been allowed to elaiiso.and 
that the ditlicultieH involved are groat; 
but statoamon are only statosiuen Tvhon 
they show their ability to grapple with 
and overcoi&o dii&oalties. The people 
of Biiiish' Columbia aire endowed wim 
full share of sound common sense, 
nnd I feel assured that if tho Domin-
